At Day-Break the Fire 
catch’d another Quurter, near the Gate Aga Ka- 
bafchy, and fpread with fuch Fury to the Neigh- 
bourhood, that it could not be ftopp’d. Ar the 
fame Time the Mufcovites began to ftorm the Out- 
works of the Place ; upon which a very fmart 
Combat enfued, which was attended with a very 
reat Slaughter, while the Flames that were raging 
in the Town reached to three Magazines of Pow- 
der, which blew up at once, and killed feveral 
thoufand Perfons. 
‘|, your Servant, was bury*d under Ground for 
the of an Hour, and ‘twas with much Difh- 
culty that I was taken out alive. As by this Ac- 
cident we had not many Men left, we thought fit 
to farrender the Town, and having hung out the 
Signal, we difpatch’d the Czaufch Pafha, by the 
Confent of the whole Garifon, to the Mufcovite 
General, to acquaint him of our Refolution. Bur 
the Anfwer came too late. It was impoffible to 
fay in the Town any longer, much lefs to defend 
it, becaufe of the Fine which burnt to the very 
Gates. The Mufcovites took Advantage of the 
Conflagration, and enter’d full drive into the Town 
at two feveral Places, which fo increafed the Alarm 
and Confufion, that the Garifon began to fly towards 
the Sea, where one Part of it perifhed in the 
Waves, while another Part perithed in the Flames 
asthey were alfo making their Efcape. ‘There were 
indeed a few that fav’d their Lives in fome {mall 
Boats ; but we know neither their Number nor 
their Names. As for me, your Slave, who in thefe 
ftances was fo fcar’d, that I knew not whe- 
ther I was alive or dead: I fell into the Hands of 
the General Rumanzoff, and did not come to my- 
felf all Nighr. s 
* Next Day the Czaufch Pafha obtained Leave 
om the General Rumanzoff to pafs on thé other 
Side of the River with the Bulk of our Men that 
Were retir'd that way, by which means they-faved- 
their Lives, in which they were more fortunate 
than the Bafhaws Debubecker, Chuffein, Mehemer, 
tfelm and Seymentzy, who loft their's in the 
orm.

‘ WT is now fome Time fince we fenr an Account, 
‘ not only to rhe Sublime Porte, but to the Ce- 
‘ Iebrated and Exalted Seraskier of Bender, of the 
‘ great Misfortune which befel us ; and we caufed 
‘ our Letters to be delivered to the moft Noble and 
‘ moft Fortunate Count de Munich, Chief General 
* of the Mafcovite Troops, that he might fend them 
‘ tothe Emperor’s Ambaffador, as direéted : Whe- 
‘ ther they are come to Hand, is what as yet 1 know 
© not.

Lisbon, Sept.2. Yetterday there was another nto 
de Fe, or Act of Faith, in the Dominicans Church 
as ulual, which began with the reading ot the Names 
of 19 Men and 29 Women, condemn’d by the 
Tribunal of the Inquifition, fome to Death, and 
others to the Gallies, &c. Four of the Men, and $ 
of the Women being convicted of an obftinate Ad- 
herence to the awit Religion, were deliver’d over 
tothe Secular Judge to be burnralive: Bur one of “em 
had his Life given him, after the reading of his Sen- 
tence. Another wascondemn'd to 3 Years Imprifon- 
ment, for marrying a 2d Wife while the fir was 
alive. A fecond was fentenced to 5 Years Imprifon- 
ment, tor having utter’dexsecrable Blafphemy. And 
a Third has alio been condemn’d to the Gallies tor 
5 Years for marrying two Wives. The other Men, 
after having adjur'd Judaiti, were alfo condemn’‘d to 
perpetual lmprifonment, and to wear the ——— 
Benito. Ot the Women 6 were fentenced to Im. 
prifonment at Pleaure, for their Attachment to Ju- 
dailm. Some of the relt who have abjur’d their 
Religion, are alfo condemn'd to perpetual Imprifon- 
ment, to wear the Habic afore‘aid, and to be trani- 
ported for 5 Yearsto the Kingdom of Angola. 

Vienna, Sept. 17.0. %. Some Advices from Count 
Munich's Army, which is incamp’d on the Bog fay, 
that he is march’d towards the Place where that River 
falls into the Dnieper, and that “twas believed he 
would there put the greateft Part of the Army on 
board the Flotilla, to be tranfported ro Bialogrod in 
B-flarabia upon the Black Sea, in order to make a 
powerful Diverfion there in favour of the Emperor.
